56-year-old Christian street pastor faces up to two years in 
jail for secretly recording a female for sexual gratification

A Christian street pastor has ad¬ 
mitted secretly recording a female 
victim for sexual satisfaction. 

Paul Jacobs, 56, pleaded guilty to 
voyeurism at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Thursday. 

Jacobs, of Grand Avenue, Berry- 
lands, made the recording of a 
female performing a private act 
last September, and faces up to 


two years in prison. 

Asked on Monday if he had any¬ 
thing to say, he replied: “No.” 

But he added: “You know what 
the charges are, you know that I’ve 
admitted. 

“I’ve admitted what I’ve done and 
I will be punished. It is what it is. I 
will get whatever is due me. 

“It’s something that has come up 
in my private life. 

“What I don’t want to do is em¬ 
barrass Street Pastors and put 
them in jeopardy. 

“My reputation doesn’t matter; 


theirs is hugely important for the 
work that they do. They do a really 
good job.” 

Street Pastors, a voluntary or¬ 
ganisation Jacobs has been in¬ 
volved in for several years since its 
launch in 2005, looks after night¬ 
time revellers in rowdy town cen¬ 
tres by handing out bottled water 
and flip-flops between 10pm and 
4am. 

Its volunteers also help young 
people make their way home by 
guiding them to licensed cabs. 

It is understood Jacobs stopped 


working with the group in April 
this year. 

Jacobs also stood in the 2010 local 
council elections as a Christian 
Peoples Alliance candidate. 

He will be sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court at a later date. 

Street Pastors declined to com¬ 
ment ahead of the sentencing, but 
confirmed Jacobs had stopped 
working with them in April. 

In his street pastor role Jacobs 
worked closely with Kingston po¬ 
lice. The force also declined to 
comment ahead of his sentencing.

Terrorism fears ‘are far-fetched’

Terrorist attacks, undiscov¬ 
ered unexploded bombs and a 
potential to poison the Lon¬ 
don water supply have all 
been listed as reasons against 
a proposed cycle path be¬ 
tween New Malden and 
Raynes Park. 

The claims formed part of a 
report compiled by members 
of an environmental group 
against the second phase of 
Kingston’s £33m mini-Hol- 
land scheme. 

London Cycling Campaign 
(LCC) has called their con¬ 
cerns “absurd”, but 
protesters have said they are 
victims of “brow beating” 
from the “bullying Lycra 
brigade”. 

The 15-page anti-mini-Hol- 
land document has now been 
circulated among officials at 
Kingston Council as well as 
rival supporters of the pro¬ 
ject, after it was leaked to the 
LCC, this month. 

Retired medical professor 
David Allison - a member of 
the environmental group 
comprising New Malden and 
Raynes Park residents - 
wrote the report. 

Its concerns include the de¬ 
struction of rabbits, bats, 
grass snakes, hedgehogs and 
badger setts that all call the 
land home. 

But it also brings up anxiety 
over security - both local and 
national. 

Under the heading Security 
of Major Pipeline the report 
states Thames Water’s pres¬ 
surised water supply, 
contained in four major pipes 
running beneath the link, 
could be attacked by 
terrorists. 

It said: “Open public access 
to this area must increase 
the risk of damage to these 
pipes from a terrorist attack 
by disaffected groups or 
individuals. 

“Even more ominously, the 


pipes would be more vulnera¬ 
ble to criminal interference 
with a view to chemical or bi¬ 
ological pollution.” 

The report also states, since 
the area was a major target 
during the Second World War, 
it is “probable” that 
unexploded bombs lay 
underground. 

Professor Allison, of Alric 
Avenue, New Malden, said: 
“It is ridiculous to call part of 
the report absurd in the 
world we are living in. 

“We are now more than 
1,000 people who have raised 
concerns about the track and 
the effect it will have on the 
environment. 

“We live here and I suspect 
that many of the cycling cam¬ 
paign do not.” 

The group held a 
meeting with Conservative 


Wimbledon MP Stephen 
Hammond last month over 
the £1.9m proposed link. 

Mr Hammond told the 
Kingston Guardian: “I am not 
picking up on the terrorism 
point, but it would be perfect¬ 
ly possible to dictate where 
the pipe runs if the track was 
opened up. At the moment 
resident concerns have not 
been addressed.” 

Fellow Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton Conservative MP James 
Berry said the group brought 
up “valid concerns”, but said: 
“I would have thought the 
risk of terrorism in Kingston 
is highly unlikely, particular¬ 
ly on a cycle path.” 

New Malden protest group 
members presented a 677-sig¬ 
nature petition in July and 
collected a further 500-plus 
from Raynes Park. 


The Kingston branch of the 
LCC has set up a counter 
petition, in support of the 
link, which has almost 500 
signatures. 

Nicholas Davies, mini-Hol- 
land officer for Kingston’s 
LCC branch, said: “The objec¬ 
tors have put forward a num¬ 
ber of arguments, some 
legitimate and some rather 
absurd.” 

Raynes Park protester 
Olivia Cooper said: “Our 
main criticism is the total 
lack of any environmental 
thought and the cycle lobby 
try to browbeat the locals 
who are opposed to it. 

“If something happens at 
this location it wouldn’t just 
flood New Malden, the whole 
of Raynes Park would be 
flooded too. This link gives 
anyone who wanted to do 


something there open 
access.” 

Kingston Council said it 
was aware of both petitions 
and the terrorism concerns of 
the protest group. 

Beverley ward councillor 
Terry Paton, who is taking 
the lead on the mini-Holland 
project, said: “People on both 
sides of the argument have 
been expressing their views 
with passion and vigour. 

“Some of the arguments 
being put forward are a little 
far-fetched, but what is clear 
is that this issue matters.” 

A spokeswoman for Thames 
Water said security is high at 
sites where water is treated 
and pumped into the wider 
network. 

The Metropolitan Police 
Service did not wish to com¬ 
ment on the report.

A man arrested in connection 
with an unexplained death in 
Worcester Park has been re¬ 
leased on bail. 

Police officers found a 
man’s body after a concern 
for safety was raised in Rush- 
mere Court, the Avenue, in 
the Shadbolt area, just before 
7am on Friday, August 21. 

The man has not yet been 
formally identified. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
multiple police cars and am¬ 
bulances in the area later in 
the day. 

Rushmere Court was closed 


off with forensic teams seen 
going into a building for flats 
seven to 12. 

Surrey Police said they 
were treating the death on 
the Kingston, Epsom and 
Sutton borough borders as 
suspicious. 

A 32-year-old man from 
Worcester Park has been re¬ 
leased on bail until the end of 
next month. 

A postmortem examination 
carried out at the weekend 
also proved inconclusive and 
more tests are expected to be 
carried out. 

Clive Popkin, 62, lives in a 
neighbouring block. 

He said: “I looked out my 
window at 9.30am and saw 


the police cars and thought 
‘What the bloody hell is going 
on here?’ 

“I have lived here all my life 
and we have never had any¬ 
thing like this. 

“Most people here are love¬ 
ly, but there is no community 
spirit. 

“Someone could die and you 
wouldn’t know.”

Self-defence: 22-year-old cleared over Broadway stabbing 


Jurors found a college stu¬ 
dent accused of stabbing a 
man in Tolworth Broadway 
innocent after he spent near¬ 
ly six months in jail awaiting 
his trial. 

Larry Kukoyi, 22, of Mil¬ 
lais Way, Epsom, was arrest¬ 
ed and charged with 
attempted murder after an 
evening rush-hour fight in 
Tolworth on March 10, this 
year. 

The charge against him 
was later downgraded to 


wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm. 

Following his arrest Mr 
Kukoyi twice applied for bail 
in the months leading up to 
his trial and on both occa¬ 
sions the Crown Prosecution 
Service opposed it. 

But on Friday a jury found 
him not guilty at Kingston 
Crown Court after a trial 
lasting five days. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
refused to comment on the 


fairness of keeping Mr 
Kukoyi in custody for nearly 
six months. 

She said: “We respect the 
decision of the jury.” 

During the trial Mr Kukoyi 
argued he had acted in self 
defence in stabbing 23-year- 
old Fabrice Benjamin three 
times in the stomach with a 
kitchen knife. 

Jurors were also shown 
CCTV footage of the fight 
that appeared to be instigat¬ 
ed by the victim, before he 


was stabbed with his own 
kitchen knife outside the 
Lebanese cafe Rose Kitchen. 

Police officers arrested Mr 
Kukoyi in Goals football cen¬ 
tre in Kingston Road, where 
he had fled. 

He was found hiding in the 
toilets. The knife used was 
also found under a toilet seat 
at the centre. 

Mr Benjamin chose not to 
give evidence in the trial and 
was said to have refused to 
co-operate with police.

A man drove to Austria with 
the intention of taking his 
own life eight months before 
he fell to his death, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

Adam Kotynski, 35, from 
Florence Road, Walton, was 
known to police after multi¬ 
ple disappearances linked to 
“deep depression”, before he 
fell from Eden Walk car park 
in Kingston on October 20, 
2014. 

The next day 20-year-old 
Dario Olivio, a former Hinch- 
ley Wood School pupil, took 
his own life from the same 
building. 

Last week West London 
Coroner’s Court heard the 
father-of-two, a builder origi¬ 
nally from Poland, had been 
hospitalised last September 
after a second disappearance 
- the first being 10 days in 
Austria where he slept in his 
car contemplating suicide 
before running out of money 
and returning home. 

On his second disappear¬ 
ance he was eventually found 
asleep in his car by police at 
the top of the Rose Theatre’s 


car park. 

He later told Simpy Kumar, 
his partner of about four 
years, that he had been too 
drunk to do anything other 
than sleep when he got to the 
top storey of the car park, 
but that everything would be 
OK and he was fine. 

Ms Kumar told the inquest 
hearing on Wednesday last 
week: “Adam was a lovely 
person and although I did not 
understand the illness of de¬ 
pression, I now realise that it 
did have a very damaging ef¬ 
fect on him.” 

Later that September, his 
ex-wife alerted Ms Kumar to 
messages Mr Kotynski 
had sent to a friend saying 
goodbye. 

Police found him at the top 
of Eden Walk car park in a 
similar state to before. 


He was hospitalised for a 
month before he was deemed 
fit to return home. 

Once home, and taking 
medication, he received daily

visits from Epsom Hospital’s 
home treatment team for a 
week starting October 10, 
last year. 

Nurse practitioner Nick 
Hollis carried out the visits 
and described Mr Kotynski 
as being very open, reporting 
he was recovering well and 
wanted to return to work. 

Mr Hollis said: “[He was a] 
genuinely nice guy and what 
he was telling me, I believed 
him. 

“Alarm bells would have 
rung in my head if he said 
anything that I felt was con¬ 
cerning, but there was noth¬ 
ing there - that is what was 
bewildering about what 
happened.” 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama 
asked a psychiatric nurse 
from Joseph Palmer Centre 
in West Molesey, who had 
seen Mr Kotynski numerous 
times during his treatment: 
“You saw him on the 17th. 
You get the reports four days 
later that he did what he did, 
you were surprised?” 

She said she was shocked to 
learn of Mr Kotynski’s 
death. 

Mr Inyama concluded: 
“Adam Kotynski took his 
own life while the balance of 
his mind was disturbed.” 


A mother who died after 
falling from a 13th floor bal¬ 
cony in Kingston, had a his¬ 
tory of drug use and mental 
health problems, an inquest 
into her death has heard. 

Debbie Cooper, 37, fell 
from her balcony in Brink- 
ley tower in Burritt Road, 
on the Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate, just after 4pm on Sat¬ 
urday, May 16. 

She was found by a mem¬ 
ber of the public, but died 
before emergency services 
could take her to hospital. 

Rita Stringer, her mother, 
told West London Coroners’ 
Court on Wednesday last 
week that she believed her 
daughter’s mental health 
problems had begun after 
she took some heroin with a 
boyfriend. 

Mrs Stringer said: “She 
told me at some stage that 
she had taken some heroin. 

“It was with a boyfriend 
who was an ex-addict. 

“Now years later, I can 
look back and think maybe 
that was the start.” 

Ms Cooper had on record 
nearly 20 accident and 
emergency discharges from 
Kingston Hospital since 
2010, and despite previously 
taking drug overdoses and 
attempting to kill herself, 
she had always been in 
touch with someone to let 
them know what she was 
doing, the court heard. 

Although Ms Cooper had 
fallen from her balcony,

with no witnesses to the 
fall, Coroner Chineyre In¬ 
yama recorded an open con¬ 
clusion into her death, 
stating he could not be sure 
she had taken her own life. 

Ms Cooper had visited her 
mother and step-father the 
week before and seemingly 
been in good spirits. 

Mrs Stringer said: “I said 
it was like having the old 
Debbie back, we were jok¬ 
ing about things.” 

Ms Cooper, who was train¬ 
ing to be a nurse before her 
struggle with mental 
health, leaves behind a 
teenage daughter. 

Known to the borough’s 
health and social services, 
Kingston Council previous¬ 
ly said it had launched its 
own investigation into her 
death.

I am replying to your report re¬ 
garding the closure of Mc- 
Clusky’s nightclub (New bar’s 
exit strategy, August 13). 

While I am not aware of any 
problems with that particular 
venue, Kingston has been 
plagued with other club prob¬ 
lems over recent years. 

Remember the murders at the 
Works in 2007, Oceana in 2012, 
the Essence trouble in 2014, and 
the alleged male rape at Pryzm 
the same year? Plus reports of 
females assaulted. 


There are continuing population 
growth pressures across London 
and Kingston. 

Kingston has been set a housing 
growth target by the Mayor of 
London and the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) in the 2015 Lon¬ 
don plan (table 3.1) of 643 
dwellings per annum. 

That figure excludes the previ¬ 
ous housing target shortfalls from 
the previous administration, 
which probably takes the actual 
number we are required to build 
by the GLA to nearer 800 a year 
for the next 10 years. 

These powerful external pres¬ 
sures run the risk of changing our 
Kingston for the worse unless we 
proactively shape what is put into 
the planning system. 

Everyone who lives in Kingston 
does not control what a developer 
decides to put into the planning 
system - the only entity that does 
that are the developers and them 
alone. 


You can change the names of 
these clubs as much as you like, 
and you can change the manage¬ 
ment as often as you please, but 
what you will not change is the 
type of clientele that chooses to 
frequent those types of places. 

And the majority of those are 
from outside the borough - local 
people shun them because of the 
trouble there. 

Why should that be? 

Because you do not make a 
mess on your own doorstep, and 
Kingston has a reputation for 


It is the developer who decides 
how wacky or extreme the appli¬ 
cation, testing how much we 
might fall for. 

I have decided to speak out as we 
are currently facing two planning 
applications in Tolworth, which in 
my view are examples of what 
may not be acceptable on many 
planning grounds. 

The two schemes are the old 
Tesco site, and what is shaping up 
for the Tolworth Tower site. 

These applications appear over 
dense, probably beyond the 
London plan guidelines, offering 
frugal contributions to afford¬ 
able/social housing, failing to de¬ 
liver the required housing mix or 
the minimum parking that is 
needed, and this is capped off by 
poor design and of a mass and 
scale that would make Hong Kong 
seem small beer. 

To add insult to injury, there ap¬ 
pears to be little empathy with 
Tolworth or its residents - it 


being a soft touch. 

Whether that is the fault of 
the police, the council, or the 
licensing authorities is a matter 
for conjecture and further 
discussion. 

We have a similar problem at 
Kingsmeadow when AFC Wim¬ 
bledon play at home. 

It is always the visiting fans 
that cause any trouble, not the 
home supporters. 

And yet we can put on world 
class Olympic cycle races, the 
Ride London event, food festivals

Looks and image: To be fair, the little 
Mazda's visual appeal depends on the 
angle from which you're looking. At 
one or two angles the bonnet looks 
odd, but from most viewpoints it's a 
fantastic-looking thing; lithe and 
small, tightly-packaged around a 
chassis no larger than that of its 
great-grandfather.

without sagging in the corners, so a 
briskly-driven MX-5 flows beautifully 
over and along the road, rather 
than crashing through it. The 1.5 is 
higher-revving, with about 500rpm 
extra versus the 2.0's 6,600rpm limit, 
but the torquier 2.0 gets up to speed 
much faster. It's a rear-wheel drive joy 
machine, whereas the 1.5, although 
sweet and rewy, just lacks muscle 
for overtakes and true sports car 
handling. 

Value for money: It's not a huge jump 
northwards from the entry model, the 
1.5 SE, to a mid-spec 2.0 SE-L - and it's 
the latter you should go for. It's much 
easier to enjoy and feels more like 
a true rear-wheel drive sports car 
should. At a little over £20,000, it's 
just about the best value proper sports 
car on the market. The jump to Sport, 
which brings loads of extra kit includ¬ 
ing the Bilsteins, is a hefty £2,600.
